4 Hope Plant's Profit Ratio 


Higher Than Jonesboro's, But 


-al Rates Are Higher, Too 


When the Hope city council holds its public special 


mcehng Tuesday night to discuss further the expansion of 
our municipal light planf facilities it would be well to re- 
member that a plant operated directly by the city govern- 
merit * absolutely without long-term regulation unless the 


t» citizens demand it. 


Such regulation was obtained back in 1905 by the 


citizens of Jonesboro, Ark., when they established a mu- 
nicipal commission to handle their ciry-owend electric 
water, and sewerage utilities. The commission form has 
been ir, effect also at Conway, Ark., for a number of years. 


I he Mar believes that any citizen who takes the time 


lo go into voluminous operating reports of the various mu- 
nicipal plants will agree that before Hope does anything 
else about its own utilities it should set up a commission. 


r 
My examination of comparative figures for the Hope 


and Jonesboro municipal plants shows that Hope is mak- 
ing a considerably better return on its business than Jones- 
boro is—but at a price. 


boro'sHOP°'S C'CCtric rates are unif°rmly higher than Jones- 


Hope never has been able to serve local industry ad- 


equately, most of the factories preferring to generate their 
own electricity. But I was told over the telephone this morn- 
ing by Neal Thayer, manager of the Jonesboro municipal 
plant, that he serves all factories in his area—including 


f rice mills which used to generate their own power from 


boilers fired with rice hulls, and wood-working plants which 
formerly produced power from wood waste fed into their 
own boilers. 


The Jonesboro picture, therefore, is one'of less prof- 


it, but of greater service to its citizens, and at less cost. 


The Jonesboro municipal plant is earning annually 


after depreciation but before bond interest, $216 335 22 
on gross sales of $690,888.16—a profit ratio against sales 
of 31 per cent. 


The Hope municipal plant is earning $155,359.76 on 


the same basis, against annual sales of $340,774.00 
a' 


profit ratio of 45 per cent. 


On December 5 we published what purported to be 


the residential rate schedule of the Jonesboro plant, but 
this was corrected in today's telephone re-check with Man- 
ager Thayer. The correction, however, makes the discrep- 
ancy between the Hope and Jonesboro rates even greater 
than we reported on December 5. But for the record I am 
repeating the comparison on the corrected residential rate, 
and am adding a comparison of commercial rates also. 


The Hope residential rate schedule is: First 20 KWH 


at 7'/2 cents per KWH; next 15 KWH at 7 cents; next 35 
KWH at 5 cents; and excess at 2 cents. Minimum monthly 
bill is 50 cents. 


The corrected Jonesboro residential rate shows two 


classifications—lighting without electric range, and light- 
ing with electric range. The residential rate for lighting on- 
ly is: First 35 KWH at 5 cents; next 40 KWH at 33/4 cents; 
next 825 KWH at 2 cents; excess at 1% cents. The resi- 
dential rate with electric range is: First 35 KWH at 5 
cents; next 40 KWH at 3 cents; next 125 KWH at 2 cents; 
excess ov 1 /2 cents. The minimum charge on either sche- 
dule is $2.75 a month. 


On 135 KWH a Hope bill figures $5.60, against 


$4.45 for lights only in Jonesboro, or $4.15 for lights and 
electric range in Jonesboro. 


On 270 KWH a Hope residential bill is $8:30; and the 


comparable Jonesboro figures are $7.15, or $6.55. 


The Jonesboro residential schedule is one of the low- 


est in the country and may not constitute a fair compari- 
son. Hope residential rates up to, $10 a month are pretty 
much in line with private power company rates. It is in the 
higher brackets on residences—and particularly on com- 
mercial rate's—that Hope shows up badly in comparison 
not only with Jonesboro but other cities. 


The Hope commercial schedule is: First 45 KWH at 7!/2 


cents per KWH; next 15 KWH at 7 cents, next 240 KWH 
af5 cents; excess at 3 cents. 


The Jonesboro small light commercial schdule is: 


First 115 KWH at 5 cents; next 885 KWH at 2Y2 cents; 
next 2,000 KWH at 2V4 cents; excess at W* cents.

On a sample bill of 1,724-KWH in November a Hope 


business house would have paid $59.14. In Jonesboro the 
same bill would have figured $44.16. 


These figures, coming from a plant with 15,000 


KW installed capacity, serving all its local industries, and 
at the same time contributing, like Hope's plant, to the 
maintenance of the municipal government, suggest there 
is deep and abiding merit in the commission form of plant 


/control. 


The Hope municipal plant needs bigger generators, 


a lower cost of production, and lower rates. Why not turn 
to the administrative system which other municipal-plant 
ci'ties have found wise and profitable—and secure? 


Forrest City, Ark., paid no attention to its municipal 


plant—and lost it. We don't want that to happen here.

State Making 
More Power 
Than Ever 


Little Kock, Dec. 10 —The Ar- 


kansas nubile service commission 
has painted a rosy picture of elec- 
tric power produetiun in the stale, 
but it indicated thai friction in the 
indusry could short 
circuit 
the 


bright future. 


In a report on a survey of, the 


power situation, ordered by Gov. 
McMath, the PSC said 
Saturday*; 


that the number ot kilowatt hours 
generated in 
Arkansas has 
in- 


creased 118.7 per cent in 
three 


years—from 003,675,940 in 1947 to 
1,076,032,902 in 1950. 


II said the state has the third 


highest residential rates and the 
third lowest industrial rales in the 
10' stale area that was surveyed. 


Importation of power 
into 
the 


stale has decreased from 3;3.2 per 
cent of the total amount of energy! 
used in 10-17 to 25.5 per cent of the ' 
J350 total, while the total power 
used lias increased 00.4 per cent. 


Generating capacity of 
Arkan- 


sas plants had increased 147.7 per 
cent since 1047, added the PSC. 


"The future produelibn of power 


in Arkansas appears bright, pro- 
vided the necessary courage is pre- 
valent not only to expand to meet 
the existing demand but also to 
prepare for the growth that is* cer- 
tain to take place when power is 
available in unlimited quantllies al 
reasonable rales," suid the PSC 
report. 


The PSC offered this advice Id 


opposing factions in the coutrolcrs; 
between private and public power 
adherents: 


"The'hydro mid steam elcclric 


power thai is produced in Arkansas j 
should be integrated so that each 
will complement the other in sc-1 
curing the maximum benefits. 


"In addition to physical intercon- 


nection there should be a well-de- 
fined policy of complete integration 
between power companies, the fed- 
eral hydro projects, the municipal 
power plants and tho rural electric 
co-operalives. 


"The commission believes Ihcre 


should be interchange' agreements 
worked out among all power sup- 
pliers within the slalc thai will per- 
mil this stale lo receive maximum 
benefits from the generating plants 
that are now installed or may be 
constructed in Ihe future."

Washington, Dec. 10 (/P) — Al- 


though 
the 
agriculture 
depart- 


ment is asking for another big rice 
crop in 1952 it has suggested — 
because 
of the long-range silua- 


tion — producers should be discour- 
aged from 
developing new 
rice 
areas. 


It said that the present high lev- 


el of rice production in thc United 
States is geared to above normal 
rice exports. And eventually, it 
said, this high foreign demand for ' 
U.S. rice will decline. 


This decline will come, the dc- 


parlmenl said in a report on rice, 
if and when international 
condi- 


tions should' improve. 


"It appears," staled the report, 


"That the present acreage avail- 
able for rice production exceeds 
our 
probable 
long-lime 
requirc- 


menls and producers should be dis- 
couraged 
from 
developing 
new 


rice areas." 


For 1952, however, the depart- 


ment has set a goal of 42 million 
bags of 100 pounds each, compared 
with this year's new high record 
crop of 44.6 million bags.
